BUCKS TO NAVE 13 SCHOOL DISTRICTS 
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Bristol Boro, Morrisville To Stay Same, Tullytown To Join Pennsbury 


The Bucks County Board of 
School 
Directors 
last 
night 
adopted the long-awaited coun­ 
ty school reorganization plan by 
a unanim ous vote. 


The plan, which must go into 
effect by 1966, combines the 51 
present districts in Bucks into 
13 new reorganization districts. 


The 
only 
change 
from 
the 
plan as proposed last sum m er 
is that Tullytown D istrict will 
be included in the Pennsbury 
Jointure. Tullytown last D ecem ­ 
ber severed its union with the 
D elhaas Jointure 
whereby 
it 


shared secondary school 
fa cili­ 
ties in Bristol Township. 


2 Abstain 


Five m em bers of the seven- 
man board voted to send T ul­ 
lytown to Pennsbury. Two m em ­ 
bers, R obert R. 
Trefz, 
p resi­ 
dent of the Pennsbury Jointure, 
and Mrs. Faith Murray, m em ­ 
ber 
of 
the 
Bristol 
Township 
School Board, abstained f r o m 
voting. 


Under the plan, 
T ullytow n^ 
198 secondary students 
would 
attend school in the Pennsbury 
Jointure by 1966. The 
present 


237 elem entary students would 
continue to 
attend 
classes 
at 
the 
Walt 
Disney 
Elem entary 
School, also to be part of Penns­ 
bury D istrict by 1966. 


Local Decision 


This reorganization could 
go 
into effect as early as July 1965, 
but the decision will rest with 
the local school boards. 


The reorganization is in ac­ 
cord with Act 299 passed by the 
State Legislature last year. Un­ 
der the law each new district 
will be a separate taxing unit 
with taxpayers in it paying the 


sam e rate. 


Eventually there will be nine 
school board m em bers in each 
of the 13 new districts. When 
and how they will be elected 
will be determ ined by a nine- 
mem ber “ i n t e r i m operating 
com m ittee” to be appointed by 
the present school board. 


D istrict Setup 


In Lower Bucks, 
Bensalem , 
Bristol Borough, Bristol Town­ 
ship, Centennial, Council Rock, 
M orrisville and Neshaminy will 
remain the sam e. 


The 
other 
districts 
in 
the 


county 
are 
Palisades, 
Penn- 
ridge, Quakertown, New Hope- 
Solebury and Central Bucks. 


The interim 
com m ittee 
wili 
decide whether the nine school 
directors will cither be elected 
at large or comr from individ­ 
ual districts in each school unit. 


Advisory Capacity 


Once the interim 
com m ittee 
is appointed the 
rest 
of 
the 
board m em bers may attend the 
m eetings but will have no vote. 
They will remain in an advis­ 
ory capacity until their term s 
expire. 


Melvin (». Mack, assistant su­ 
perintendent of county schools, 
speaking for the board, said to­ 
day, that Tullytown’s desire to 
join Pennsbury was a “ major 


influence" in the board’s deci­ 
sion last night. 
He 
said 
all 
school directors in the 
county 
are being notified today of the 


action taken last night. 


He added that the county will 
send its plan to the State Coun­ 
cil on Basic Education in Har­ 
risburg in 30 days. Within that 
time, individual districts w i l l 
have the right to appeal. 


If the plan is upheld by the 
state council, the districts would 
have 
the 
right 
to 
appeal 
to 
Bucks County Quarter Sessions 
Court.

Indications are that a change 
of leadership would not inter­ 
rupt U. S. relations with Bra­ 
zil or recognition of the Brazil­ 
ian governm ent. 


Pending clarification 
of the 
situation, the State Department 
issued no policy statem ents on 
the recognition question. 


H ow ever, 
President 
Joao 
Goulart has not been in much 
favor in Washington. Although 
U.S. officials were reluctant to 
m ake a public issue of it, they 
long have been disturbed by his 
failure to bring either econom ­ 
ic or political stability to Bra­ 
zil.

(U Pl)-M ore 
than IOO civil rights demonstra 
tors, including three of the top 
Negro leaders in the area and 
a white minister, were arrested 
and held in bail for court early 
today after attempting to stage 
a sit-down on a busy street. 


Held in a total of $1,500 bail 
each on charges of unlawful as 
sembly and affrays, being 
public nuisance and conspiring 
to commit a felony were Philip 
Savage, tri-state secretary of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo 
pie; Stanley Branche, head of 
the 
Chester 
Committee 
for 
Freedom Now, and Mrs. Gloria 
Richardson, leader of the Cam­ 
bridge, Md., demonstrations. 


• Savage, 
Branche and 
Mrs. 
Hichardson also were fined $300 
plus $9 costs each for disorderly 
conduct and $50 plus $9 costs 
for failing to obey a police of­ 
ficer’s command. 


A total of 51 others, including 
the Rev. Clayton Hewett of the 
Atonement Episcopal Church at 
hearby Morton, Pa., were held 
in $500 bail for court on charges 
()f unlawful assembly and af­ 
frays and assessed the same 
fines as Savage, Branch and 
Mrs. Richardson.

were held in $1,000 bail as sec­ 
ond offenders. 
• Thirty-throe juveniles under 
lo years old were sent to the 
lama cottage for juveniles to 
await hearings.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s heart and 
kidney functions continued to 
deteriorate, a medical bulletin 
said today. 


Army Surgeon (ieneral Leon­ 
ard S. Heaton said in a state­ 
ment at 10:17 a. rn. EST tha4 
the continued deterioration of 
the kidney function had prompt­ 
ed insertion of a tube through 
MacArthur’s stomach into his 
kidney to help in elimination of 
wastes. 
Today’s gloomy 
report fol­ 
lowed 
an announcement 
late 
Wednesday that the 84-year-old 
general’s chances of recovering 
from three major operations in 
24 days were “not good.” 


A device inserted into Mac- 
Arthur’s kidney to aid in its 


function is similar to an artifi­ 
cial kidney, Heaton said, It uses 
a saline solution to attract im­ 
purities and filter them out of 
the body. The system is known 
as peritoneal dialysis. 


A couple hours before Hea­ 
ton’s report, there was a call 
issued for six pints of blood to 
be donated as a reserve for 
MacArthur.

Pennsylvania Motor Truck .\s- 
sociation wants to know how 
many accidents involving trucks 
occurred March 30 on the Penn­ 
sylvania turnpike.
